County Goes Ahead 


With Jail Renovation

Renovation of the Crawford County jail to 
bring it up to state codes has been approved 
by the county board of commissioners and 


the county building authority. 


The $27,300 estimated project is expected 
to start next month. Donald Morgridge, a 
Gaylord architect in charge of the renova- 
tion, is seeking bids on the project. 

County commissioners are hoping the out- 
side walls of a 20-foot by 21-foot addition are 
up before heavy snows come. 

The 20 x 21 room, an indoor recreational 
area for inmates, is the only addition in- 
cluded in the renovation. The indoor recrea- 
tion room will be built on the southwest cor- 
ner of the courthouse where the outside 
recreational area is now. The outside 
recreation fenced-in area will be moved out 
farther. The indoor recreation room will be 
the same level as the other main floor rooms 
at the courthouse. 

The estimated cost of the addition is 
$10,000. The walls will be concrete block 
with two inches of rigid insulation. The roof 
will be reinforced concrete deck with two 
inches of rigid insulation and sheet vinyl 
roofing. The $10,000 included lighting, heat- 
ing, and ventilation installment, two 
security doors, and security exterior win- 
dows. 

Four areas in the jail are slated for 
renovation. 

An existing room will have a shower and 
toilet installed along with a standard bunk 
and table. Other improvements will be 
made to allow the room to be used for 
housing of inmates. The cost is estimated at 
$6,200. With this renovation, the maximum 
capacity for the jail will be increased from 
20 to 22. 

The visitors area will be remodeled to in- 
clude a secured no-contact visitation room 
for high-risk inmates. Visitors will also no 
longer have to go through the jail’s secured 


area to reach the visiting area. The cost for 
the renovating the visiting area is $3,900. 

The drunk tank will have a 2 foot by 8 foot 
window installed to allow direct super- 
vision. Other improvements will be made at 
a cost of about $2,800. 

Total construction cost is estimated at 
$22,900. Engineer and architect fees are 
$3,400. $1,000 was included in the estimate of — 
the project for any extra problems that were 
uncovered during renovation. 


County Cracks 
Down on Jail 
Medical Costs 


Crawford County is taking advantage of a 
State law passed in 1982 that allows a jail 
inmate to be charged for medical expenses 
during their stay. 

In the past, the county has paid an 
average of $5,000 to $7,000 a year for dental 
and other medical expenses for county in- 
mates. The amount is expected to be higher 
in 1985 as one inmate alone incurred $3,500 
in medical expenses. 

Now the county is billing inmates for med- 
ical problems taken care of during their 
stay in the jail. Inmates with money are 
required to pay and inmates with a job can 
be charged monthly to pay off a medical 
bill. If an inmate is deemed indigent with lit- 
tle chance of collecting money from him or 
her, the county dves not go ahead with the 
billing procedure. 

The county has already been able to 
collect some money through the process, 
according to jail administrator Michael 
Johnson.

To Informational Meeting 
On 2 School Projects 


An informational meeting for local con- 
tractors interested in bidding for portions of 
the Grayling Middle School and Grayling. 
Elementary School projects will be held at 7 
p.m. Monday, October 28, at the middle 
school library. 

Bilt Coberley, construction manager for 
the projects, will discuss bonding, bid 
scopes, proposals, and the construction 
management process. 

The school board set up the meeting to 
help local contractors and keep as many 
contracts as possible with local businesses. 
All local contractors are invited. 

The addition at the middle school may be 
started as soon as April 5th, 1986. 

In other school news, a property transfer, 
request in Beaver Creek Township was 
denied October 9 by the C.9.0.R. Inter- 


mediate Board of Education. 

The request was to move Section 22 in 
Beaver Creek Township from the Crawford 
AuSable School District to the Gerrish- 
Higgins School District. the section has 
state equalized values at about $136,000 and 
generates about $3,400 in tax revenue each 
year for the Crawford AuSable School Dis- 
trict. 

The request started from a ‘rally who 
moved into the section this year. The child- 
ren had attended Gerrish-Higgins schools in 
previous years and the family thought the 
section was in the Gerrish-Higgins district. 

The family has requested information 
about appealing the decision from the COOR 
office and has ten days from October Sth to: 
file an appeal with the state board of educa- 
tion. 


Local Doctors Lead 
‘Onward to Lansing’ 


Forty-seven physicians from Grayling, 
Gaylord, West Branch, and Cadillac, are 
traveling by bus, Tuesday, October 22, to 
Lansing to participate in the “Onward to 
Lansing” Rally protesting escalating pro- 
fessional liability insurance premiums and 
to demonstrate the need for tort reform. 

Dr. Charles Oppy, Roscommon, and Dr. 
William George, Grayling, are coordinating 
the Grayling to Lansing rally. Dr. Oppy 
said physicians from all over the state will 
be in Lansing to participate in the rally, 
meet with legislators and share ideas on 
reform. He added, ‘‘on the state level, the 
Michigan State Medical Society (MSMS) is 
oganizing the rally that expects to see 5,000 
participants at the Lansing Civic Center in 
Lansing, October 22.” 


The MSMS is 
for the Rally: 

1, The professional liability crisis costs 
everyone - not just doctors. It costs the 
public in terms of availability and price of 
medical care. It costs injured parties in 
terms of lengthy delays and the great ex- 
pense involved with collecting awards. 

2. While the purpose of the rally is to foster 
reform of the medical professional liability 
situation, the crisis in medical professional 
liability is only one example of problems 
with the legal tort system...the state, cities, 
schools, restaurateurs and others, are ex- 
periencing the same kinds of problems as 
the health care community. Symptoms in- 


emphasizing three themes 


dicate the system is il] and in need of a legis- 
lative remedy. 

3. We are holding a rally (in part) to pro- 
vide support to legislators fashioning a 
remedy. Many legislators are sympathetic 
and have already laid the groundwork for 
reform. Legislators, like most people, do not 
react favorably to threats or demands - but 
they do appreciate our support. MSMS is 
emphasizing that the legislators be treated 
with courtesy and respect. 


Dr. George said, “the situation has just 
simply gotten out of hand. Between 1976 and 
1983, medical professional fiability in- 
surance premiums increased 80 percent on 
a national basis. Typical annual insurance 
premiums in Michigan for an obstetrician/ 
gynecologist rose from $12,868 in 1980 to 
$30,198 in 1985 — an increase of 135 percent. 
This trend simply cannot continue.”’ 

As of this writing, according to a spokes- 
person in Senator Binsfeld’s (R), Maple 
City, office, four bills are before the State 
Senate regarding the above issues. Action is 
expected on the bills as early as October 17, 
198. 

The bills would then move to the House for 
adoption. 

Dr, George said the success of the effort is 
critical to everyone. “If we don’t do some- 
thing now about exhorbatant court settle- 
ments and escalating professional liability 
premiums, these costs wil! ultimately result 
in higher health care bills for consumers.”

September 30 was the end 
of the fiscal and attendance 
year for us. During the 
period from October 1, 1985 
to September 30, 1985 the 
Hartwick Pines State Park 
was host to a total of 191,284 
people. Of that number only 
36,646 people were campers 
and the rest were visiting 
only for the day. While this 
year was good so far as the 
number of visitors went, it 
was not as good as the 
previous year when a total of 
201,540 people visited and 
camped here. The number of 
people taking part in the in- 
terpretive programs was up 
this year, but I did have a 
helper for the summer, 
which made a big difference 
where guided hikes and 
evening programs were con- 
cerned. The nice increase 
came in the number of 
special requests from 
schools and other groups. 
During the 1983 fiscal year, I 
conducted 87 such programs 
and during this last year a 
total of 106. Consider the dis- 
tance some of the groups 
travel, this increase is good. 

As a reminder, keep in 
mind that vehicle permits 
are required when you are 
anywhere in the park. This 
has been the case since 1983 
when the entire park was 
placed under the vehicle 
permit law. The park head- 
quarters is open from 8 a.m. 
until at least 4:30 p.m. and 
for a while yet the office in 
the picnic area will be open 
weekends. If you need a 
vehicle permit, either office 
is usually open. The new 1986 
vehicle permits are nor- 
mally available in mid- 
December, but the 1985 per-

SOME SURPRISING philosophy made 
the public prints a while back, coming 
kfrom State Rep. John Pridnia of 
Harrisville, whose northern Michigan 
district includes Presque Isle County. 

Mr. Pridnia doesn’t like the idea of a 
part-time legislature for Michigan, which 
is the subject of a current petition drive 
headed by Brighton businessman Richard 
Chrysler, who also wants to be governor. 
Mr. Pridnia has a lot of allies in the sitting 
legislature, which is not surprising. 

When the legislature reconvened after 
one of its many recesses, Mr. Pridnia ap- 
peared on the floor of the House chamber 
wearing a burgundy sweatshirt, inelegan- 
tly emblazoned? ‘Up yours, Dick 
Chrysler.” 

THE LACK of taste and the implied 
vulgarity are matteres which Mr. Pridnia 
should regret; they are definitely out of 
place for any state official or any elected 
official, regardless of the issue. 

_In addition, Mr. Pridnia violated one of 


. the cardinal rules of political public 


relations: He is giving credence and 
publicity to his enemy. 

Be that as it may, Mr. Pridnia is 
downright unhappy about the part-time 
legislature idea, and about Mr. Chrysler. 

In a news story in The Detroit Free 


. Press, Mr. Pridnia is quoted as saying that 
» Mr. Chrysler “is grossly misrepresenting 
_ the facts.” Pridnia continues: 


“He avoids any mention of our true 
responsibilities as legislators...which are 
trying to solve problems of the com- 
munities we represent.”’ 

WELL, THAT’S certainly a new twist on 
things. Mr. Pridnia apparently is 
rewriting the Michigan Constitution, 
which directs legislators to formulate the 
laws for the state of Michigan, and not to 
“solve problems of communities.” 

The exact wording of the Constitution is: 

“The legislative power of the State of 
Michigan is vested in a senate ahd a house 
of representatives,”’ That’s all. 

As a matter of additional fact, 
legislators are elected to represent people, 
not cities and towns and counties. | 

I confess to being on Mr. Chrysler’s side 
in this matter, as a long-standing advocate 
of a part-time legislature. Nobody every 


told the Michigan legislature it must work 
‘ around-the-calandar; 


like Topsy of 
literary fame, it just grew. at 
ONE REASON the legislature grew to

of the Legislature?

surate paychecks and fringe benefits — is 
that the legislature itself has expanded its 
influence to poking into problems of com- 
munities, such as Mr. Pridnia now seems 
to interpret as part of the mandate. 

Another area where the legislature has 
expanded its influence — without any 
direction from its constitutional basis -- is 
in state government oversight. 
Legislative committees are holding 
hearings and conducting investigations 
almost around the calendar; this certainly 
keeps the lawmakers’ collective hand on 
the pulse pf state government, and main- 
tains a legislative check on possible 
executive branch excesses. 

But, ina less charitable interpretation, it 
also borders on violation of the doctrine of 
separation Of powers, and ‘permits the 
legislative nose to butt into the day-to-day 
operations of the bureaus and departments 
of state government which make up the 
excutive branch. 

One of the more discouraging con- 
sequences of these developments is that 
the legislative staff has grown immensely, 
in all too many cases duplicating similar 
staff operations in the executive branch of 
state government. With a part-time 
legislature, central legislative staff and 
expenses would have to be reduced con- 
siderably — although the 1986 petition 
question does not require such reductions 
directly. 


WHY HAS legislative influence and ac- 
tivity expanded so dramatically in recent 
years? The more cynical critic would con- 
tend that the lawmakers have formed 
year-around committees and held 
hearings and delved into community 
problems primarily to justify their full- 
time existence. 

That may or may not be true; but it is 
true that the full-time legislature 
movement, with its growing pay levels and 
staff support, have all grown apace. It is 
the old question: Which came first — the 
chicken or the egg? 

Mr. Pridnia is not alone among 
lawmakers in his criticism of those who 
favor the part-time status, although he is 
more questionably graphic than most. 
However, there are many lawmakers who 
are pushing the petition drive for the part- 
time legislature. 

Maybe the communities which Mr. 
Pridnia thinks he represents would have 
fewer problems if Michigan lawmakers 
went home for six months or so every year. 


Blanchard Says Mover Overruns 
To Come From Aid to S.E.M.T.A. 


.. A recent agreement, which releases 
’ .$52.6 million in federal aid to complete the 
- Detroit people mover project, provides 
. that any future cost overruns be deducted 
from state aid to the Southeastern Mich- 


igan Transportation Authority (SEMTA), 
which has managed the project until now. 
Governor James Blanchard said he was 
pleased the final memorandum of under- 
standing does not require the state to cover 


potential overruns in a project that of- 
- ficials have agreed will cost $208.6 million, 


or $73.6 million over original estimates. 

He had previously criticized U.S. Urban 
Mass Transportation Administrator Ralph 
Stanley for demanding a blank check from 
the state for completion of the project, 
although Stanley said that was not his in- 
tent. 

-The memorandum of understanding was 
signed by the Governor, Detroit Mayor 
Coleman Young, Stanley, and SEMTA. 
The SEMTA board approved details at an 
afternoon meeting, and the Detroit City 
Council must now approve the agreement 
assuming management of the project. 

The keys to reaching final agreement 
were that the city, taking construction 
management of the project over from 
SEMTA, is to assume primary financial 
responsibility for any overruns, and that 
the state and city would take the necessary 


_ steps — deductions from the $51 million a 


year sent to SEMTA — if the city were 


unable to cover overruns. 


Blanchard sent SEMTA Acting General 
Manager Albert Martin a letter notifying 
him of the possible deductions. 

Young said he firmly believes that with 
the newly-hired Turner Construction Com- 


pany as project manager, the 2.9 mile 


elevated transit system can be completed 


without further overruns and within its 


projected completion date of January, 
1987, his press secretary Robert Berg said. 
He said the priority is to finish the 
project, not worry about possible over- 
runs. 
Austin Urges Five-Year Voter List Purge 
Dropping persons from voter registra- 
tion lists after five years of inactivity and 
proader local authority regarding deputy 
registrars has been proposed by Secretary

Those and four other proposals respond 
to many complaints contained in a pending 
federal lawsuit that the deputy registrar

system acts to unconstitutionally deprive 
persons of voting rights. 

“We believe most of these changes are 
attainable this year,” Austin said. 

At ceremonies commemorating the 10th 
anniversary of a state program allowing 
voter registration at secretary of state 
branch offices, Austin said the system has 
resulted in a ‘‘significant’”’ increase in the 
number of registered voters, and that pro- 
portion of voting age persons who are 
registered is the highest among industrial 
states. 

The five year “‘purge”’ of voter regis- 
tration files was twice vetoed last year by 
Governor Blanchard, who said access to 
registration must be improved. Austin 
said the six-part proposal attempts to do 
that. 

Rather than remove persons from the 
registration list after 10 years of not voting 
(four years in a non-voting active file and 
six in an inactive file), the proposal would 
erase registrations of persons who had not 
voted in five years. 

Austin said he also supports legislation 
to permit reinstatement of cancelled regis- 
trations on election day for voters who 
could prove they were still residents. 

To provide greater access, Austin pro- 
posed granting county clerks the power to 
appoint deputy registrars with countywide 
registration authority, instead of authority 
resting at city and township levels. The 
state would provide a standardized voter 
registration form. 

Other proposals include: giving the 
Dept. of State authority to register voters 
at group meetings at the request of organi- 
zations sponsoring the events; eliminating 
requirements that voter registrations sub- 
mitted by mail be notarized; and 
authorizing voter registration by mail for 
persons permitted to renew driver licenses 
by mail. 

Austin also proposed using Department 
of State resources to provide local election 
officials with address changes and voter 
registration transactions completed in 
branch offices, as well as cancellations. 

The Secretary of State also said since the 
branch office voter registration system 
was adopted, the number of persons 
registered and of those voting has in- 


creased faster than the growth of the — 


voting age population. *

Federal & State Liquor 
Taxes Go Into Effect 


Ralph Ostling 
The 1985-86 fiscal year 
began thi: month for both 
the state and federal govern- 
ment and with its arrival two 
new tax increases on liquor 
went into effect. Beginning 


. October 1, a 4% state excise 


tax on retail liquor and 
spirits was assessed, as was 
a 19% increase in the federal 
inventory floor tax. 

The new state tax will help 
expand Detroit’s Cobo Hall 
with money amassed from 
Wayne, Oakland = and 
Macomb counties. In the rest 
of the state, the proceeds will 
return to the counties where 
they were collected. The 
counties must use at least 
half of their additional 
revenue for substance abuse 
programs. 

With the addition of the 4% 
state tax, Michigan will have 
five different levies on 
alcoholic beverages. They 
include a 1.85% tax for the 
Liquor Purchase Revolving 
Fund, a 4% sales tax, a 4% 
school aid tax and a 4% tax 
that adds money to the 
state’s general fund. 

The federal tax, imposed 
on wholesalers’ inventory, is 
increasing from $10.50 to 
$12.50 per 100-proof gallon of 
liquor. The increase was 
part of the 1984 federal 
deficit reduction act. It is 
being reflected in price in- 
creases on various sizes of 
liquor bottles. 

At the same time, some 
liquor manufacturers have 
increased their price. They 
have taken advantage of the 


_ tax increases to “‘hide’’ their 


own increases. 

Because the price for 
packaged liquor is regulated 
by the state, costs should be 
the same from one store to 
another. Consumers will 
notice a difference in price 
increases when purchasing 
liquor by the glass. Bars and 
restaurants have the option 
of passing along the new 
taxes to customers or taking 
smaller prefits. 

House Falls To Override 
Essential Insurance Veto 
The Michigan House failed 

last week to override Gover- 
nor Blanchard’s veto of the 
Essential Insurance bill and 
the vote is a setback for auto 
owners in our state. 

Y supported the veto over- 
ride, which received 62 
votes. The override failed to 
gather the 74 votes 


necessary to overturn the 


Governor's action. 

The legislation passed the 
House and Senate with over- 
whelming support but the 
administration wouldn’t 
listen to the voice of the 
people. The veto message 
issued in August resorted to 
public deceptions and fear 
tactics. Outstate policy hold- 
ers will pay the price. 

Under the bill, an automo- 
bile theft prevention 
authority would have been 
established to help crack 
down against auto thieves. 
The dramatic increase in 
auto thefts in southeast 
Michigan is a major source 
of concern for insurance 
companies and a motivating 
force behind the insurance 
reforms. 

This veto will leave to sub- 
stantial increases outstate in 
the coming year. As the law 
stands now, every time the 
rates increase in Detroit, 
they will also rise in oustate 


counties, even in regions 
where auto theft has 
declined. This is unfair. 

There was bipartisan sup- 
port to pass this legislation 
but unfortunately it was 
thwarted by the administra- 
tion. The public deserves 
auto insurance reform, and I 
will continue to lead the fight 
for it

Have you ever tried 
natural dyes? I know in hair 
rinses Sage is used for dark 
hair, Chamomile is used for 
blonds or light hair, and 
Henna is used for red hair; 
but have you ever tried 
plants for natural material 
dyes: i.e. caning, wool, cot- 
ton, etc.? I ran across a few 
bits and pieces of informa- 
tion that I would like to share 
with you. 

Henna: One of the oldest 
and most reliable botanical 
dyes. Used the world over to 
dye hair, and by the 
Egyptians and Asiatics, for 
dyeing finger-nails an 
orange hue. Used to color 
cosmetics, shampoos, 
brilliantines, ete. 

Madder: Roots are the 
source of a variety of colors, 
including scarlet red, 
alizarin red, turkey red, 
madder red, madder purple, 
madder yellow and madder 
brown. Roots are soluble in 
water, ether or alcohol. 
Madder has the singular 
property of imparting its 
color to the animal fluids 
when given along with food. 
In this way it tinges the milk, 
urine, and even the bones, 
thus affording proof that the 
digestive process does not in 
all cases destroy the natural 
properties of the substances 
taken into the stomach. 
Madder is used in food color- 
ing, in cosmetics, lotions and 
pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions. An interesting note 
from an 1821 book of ‘‘Useful 
Knowledge’: ‘“‘Cows are 
remarkably fond of the 
Madder plant, and when 
they freely eat of it, their 
milk becomes red, yet the 
cream which it affords, 
makes a yellow butter.”" 

Marigold Flowers: Used to 
make a reddish violet hue. 
Put 1/2 cunce of flowers ina 
jar. and pour on a small 
quantity of boiling water. 
Auew to steep until desired 
shade is acquired. 

I will share more during 
the winter months. In the 
meantime, keep warm 
thoughts and know that God 
loves you.

Resource 
Review

This is the time of year 
when we hear more and 
more references to a ‘10 
pointer”, a “‘six pointer” or 
a ‘spike’. What those folks 
are talking about are ant- 
lers, a unique status symbol 
for man and more than 60 
members of the deer family. 

One of the most common 
misconceptions about ant- 
lers is that they are horns. 
Horns are made of keratin 
{as are your fingernails), 
appear routinely on both 
sexes and are permanent. 
Antlers, on the other hand, 
are made of bone, are 
generally found only on 
males and are temporary, 
being shed shortly after the 
mating season. In fact, ant- 
lers are deciduous, that is 
they grow and fall off on a 
yearly cycle as do the leaves 
of, say, amaple tree. 

This cycle starts in the 
spring with hormona} 
changes within the animal. 
This stimulates growth with- 
in the pedicles or “‘buttons’’. 
Antlers grow faster than any 
other bone as blood vessels 
within the “‘velvet’’ deposit 
calcium and other minerals 
which gradually harden into 
bone. After a few months the 
velvet or skin dries up and is 
seraped off by the deer. The 
bone is white but is stained 
brown by the blood in the 
velvet that is removed. 

Antler size is closely 
correlated to body size and 
weight. Obviously, diet is a 
major factor. The bigger the 
deer and its antlers, the bet- 
ter he can compete for 
mates. The rut, that period 
in late October and early 
November when the 
breeding instinct is strong- 
est, will find many wise old 
bucks doing unexpected 
things to satisfy reproduc- 
tive urges. 

Sometime after the fall 
breeding season, usually in 
early winter, the antlers are 
shed and the deer prepares 
for another cycle to begin in 
the spring. The firearm deer 
season in Michigan is held 
after the rut is normally 
done. By then, most bucks 
are back to their normal 
elusive and wary Selves.

dollars worth of damage to 
the Florida panhandle area 
and the  Mississippi- 
Alabama Gulf Shore. 

But most people don’t 
remember that when a tor- 
nado ripped through 
Frederic in the spring of 1974 
it was American Red Cross 
that was on the job first! 

The tornado struck at 2 
a.m. that Saturday morning 
and by 10:30 a.m. a volun- 
teer Disaster Worker was 
hanging a Red _ Cross 
Disaster Headquarters ban- 
ner on the Library-Township 
Hall Building in Frederic. 
She had been awakened at 5 
a.m. that morning in her 
home in Saginaw by the 
Detroit Red Cross Head- 
quarters; told of the tornado 
at Frederic and instructed to 
go there at once to provide 
food, clothing shelter where 
needed to the victims. 

By 11 a.m. she had showed 
two Crawford County Red 
Cross Volunteers how to 
make out orders for food, 
clothing and shelter on the 
merchants of the victim’s 
choice to cover their needs. 

By 3 p.m. the following 
Sunday afternoon every vic- 
tim had been rendered 
disaster relief — almost 
$5000 worth of food, clothing 
and shelter, and the orders 
were charged to the Craw- 
ford County Chapter who. 
had less than $800 in their 
account at the Grayling 
State Bank. 

The Disaster Relief 
Worker from Saginaw said 


not to worry, National Red | : 


Cross would have funds 
wired to the Grayling State 
Bank for the Chapter’s ac- 
count first thing Monday 
morning; and Nationa} 
would provide the money 
needed as our Chapter didn't 
have enough to render 
proper Red Cross Disaster 
Relief. 

National Red Cross did 
provide the funds and took 
care of all the Frederic folks 
needing relief. 

Since 1977, however, Craw- 
ford County Chapter has 
been able to assume full 
financial responsibility for 
Crawford County Disaster 
Relief. 

In that period this Chapter 
has provided retief to thirty 
families who have had their 
homes burned out without 
insurance, and have given 
those thirty families over 
$15,000 worth of food, cloth- 
ing, and in some instances 
temporary shelter as well, 
out of their own funds. This 
relief has averaged $500 per 
family burn out. 

Don’t you think it is vital to 
the folks of Crawford County 
that this Disaster Kelief con- 
tinue to be available to the 
victims of disaster? 

It takes money to provide 
such Disaster Relief,

waters of the mother’s 
womb, I am little concerned 
about his treatment of trout 
in the waters of the AuSable. 
It means little to me if he 
brands me a nonsequitur 
guilty of paralogism, as long 
as he agrees that killing 
babies is wrong. That was 
the whole logic of my argu- 
ment and basis for all dis- 
course about the fish. 

Instead of giving up on 
people and preaching to the 
fish like St. Anthony of 
Padua did, I decided to 
preach to the people through 
the fish of the AuSable. The 
trout don’t seem to mind, 
and more people seer to 
listen when J] talk through 
fish. (Instead of a mitre 
which I don’t have). In fact, 
our message reached all the 
way to Presbyterians in 
Pennsylvania via river 
trout. Incidentally, I love 
Bible-believing Presby- 
terians, many of my ances- 
tors were of that strain. 

I can say with the apostle 
Paul, “We are fools for 
Christ’s sake...’’ (I Cor 
4:10). ‘Where is the wise? 
where is the scribe? where is 
the disputer of this world? 
hath not God made foolish 
the wisdom of this world? 
For after that in the wisdom 
of God the world by wisdom 
knew not God, it pleased God 
by the foolishness of preach- 
ing to save them that 
believe...Because the 
foolishness of God is wiser 
than men; and the weakness 
of God is stronger than 
men...For the preaching of 
the cross is to them that 
perish foolishness; but unto 
us which are saved it is the 
power of God.”

What is Behavior Modifi- 
cation? 

Behavior modification, 
applied to weight control, is 
a method of treatment 
designed to identify problem 
eating behaviors. Once iden- 
tified these problem 
behaviors can be gradually 
replaced with others that are 
more conductive to weight 
loss and maintaining weight 
loss. It is a method that helps 
the participant overcome the 
barriers that cause the 
repeated lose-gain syn- 
drome. 

A panel appointed by the 
International Congress on 
Obesity found that an inter- 
disciplinary program ~- one 
that includes behavior modi- 
fication, diet, physical activ- 
ity, and emotional support - 
is likely to maximize the 
odds of long-term weight 
loss.

One of Grayling’s oldest business estab- 
lishments, the Rialto Theatre has been 
family owned and operated continuously sin- 
ce 1915. Located at 302 Michigan Avenue, the 
theatre has undergone many structural 
changes over the years. 


Originally the Grayling Opera House, the 
building also housed the Masonic Temple, 
and was built in the 1880’s. The theatre’s 
founder, the late George N. Olson, joined the 
company in 1911, and purchased the business 
in 1915. Totally destroyed by fire during a full 
house performance, the Opera House was 
replaced by the present Rialto Theatre in 
1930. It was also in that year that Olson 
Theatres was organized, with the late W. 
James Olson as partner and general man- 
ager. The theatre operation was owned by 
the Olson brothers, and included the Rialto-
